At page 1 2 of the specification, please amend specification by deleting the paragraph 
starting at line 5 and ending at line 22 as follows: 

Th e t e rm " e ndor e p e llin" ref e rs to a prot e in that is approximat e ly b e tween 210 amino 
acids and 705 amino acids in siz e . Th e t e rm e ndorepellin also includ e s fragments of the 705 
amino acid prot e in and modified prot e ins and p e ptid e s that hav e a substantially similar 
amino acid s e qu e nc e , and which are capabl e of inhibiting angiog e n e sis. Silent substitutions 
of amino acids, wher e in th e r e plac e m e nt of an amino acid with a structurally or chemically 
similar amino acid do e s not significantly alt e r th e structur e , conformation or activity of the 
protein, ar e well known in th e art. For e xampl e , one polar amino acid(s), such as threonin e , 
may be substituted for another polar amino acid(s), such as serine. Such sil e nt substitutions 
are int e nd e d to fall within th e scope of th e app e nd e d claims. It will b e appr e ciated that the 
term " e ndorepellin" includ e s shorten e d prot e ins or peptid e s wherein on e of more amino 
acids is r e moved from either or both e nds of endor e pellin, or from an internal region of th e 
protein, y e t th e resulting molecule r e tains angiogen e sis inhibiting activity. The t e rm 
"endor e p e llin" also includes l e ngthen e d proteins or peptid e s wherein on e or more amino 
acids is add e d to either or both ends of endorep e llin, or to an int e rnal location in th e prot e in, 
y e t th e r e sulting mol e cul e r e tains angiogen e sis inhibiting activity. 
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
